It is with the greatest sorrow we announce the passing 
of Howard A. Marshall, president of the Walnut Grove Prod- 
ucts Company, whose last column appeared in these pages 
February 5, after it had been prepared just prior to Mr. Mar-

a countless host of farmers, stockmen, 
ranchers, business men and civic leaders join with us in this 
final tribute to the man who devoted 28 years to the building 
of Walnut Grove, and who, as its president and general man- 
ager since 1936, saw the Walnut Grove Products Company 
become one of the outstanding mineral companies in the 
business. 


Mr. Marshall's untimely death was the result of a cardiac 
condition aggravated by years of laborious, unselfish thought 
and energy directed to his family, friends and company. 
Memorial services were held in Atlantic Presbyterian Church 


January 29, with many friends and associates in attendance. 


Born in Marshall county, Howard Marshall came to 
Atlantic as a boy and on graduation from high school went 


to the University of Michigan and to Grinnell College, where 
he was outstanding in athletics. Later, he became a profes- 
sional baseball player, starring with several midwestern and 
southern leagues. 


Going to Anita in 1920 to assist W. E. Kelloway in the 
organization of Walnut Grove, the late Howard Marshall was 
elected secretary gf the company in 1921, vice-president in 


1925, and president in 1936. 


Under his guidance Walnut 


Grove grew from a small firm to where it is now one of the 
outstanding mineral firms in the field, with more than 250 
salesmen serving farmers over all of Iowa and in several 


adjoining states. 


From the very outset, Howard Marshall insisted that the 
quality of Walnut Grove always be the highest and the serv- 
ice to Walnut Grove users always the very best. This policy, 
along with the integrity inspired throughout the organization 
by Mr. Marshall’s leadership, has resulted in very gratifying 
farmer acceptance of Walnut Grove. 


Moreover, Mr. Marshall’s emphasis on quality and serv- 
ice established him as one of the leaders in the nation’s min- 
eral feed industry, and found him serving for nine years as 
treasurer and three years as president of the National Mineral 
Feed Association.
